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RON CARTER NONET MAKES ITS CLEVELAND DEBUT; 

LINCOLN CENTER JAZZ ORCHESTRA RETURNS TO CLEVELAND 


Two winter concerts return jazz to the stage of Gartner Auditorium at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art; both are jointly sponsored by the Museum and the Northeast Ohio Jazz Society, 
with support from public radio station WCPN-FM. The Ron Carter Nonet, an innovative nine-piece 
ensemble featuring bassist Carter with four cellos and a rhythm section, plays chamber jazz at its 
finest on Saturday, February 4, 1995, at 8 pm. The renowned Lincoln Center Jazz Orchestra returns 
to The Cleveland Museum of Art on Thursday, March 9, at 8 pm, for a concert of live music and 
historic footage paying tribute to "The Majesty of Louis Armstrong." 

Composer, arranger, author, and recording artist Ron Carter has created one of the most 
distinctive and unusual jazz formations ever heard: he leads, playing a specially tuned piccolo bass 
(half the size of a full-size bass), and is backed by piano, drums, percussion, bass, and a cello 
quartet. Blending blues-based jazz and the European classical tradition, Carter’s group produces 
music one critic called "...living proof that integrity and clarity of artistic vision are alive and well 
in...jazz" (John Snyder, Em Arcy). 

The LCJO played "Return of the Swing" to a full house at the Museum last February in a 
rare area appearance that was hailed as "an evening where every number brought the house down" 

( Beacon Journal). In honoring "Satchmo" in the current tour, the LCJO recalls the influential 
entertainer and improvisational genius of whom Duke Ellington said, "He was the epitome of jazz 
and always will be." 

Tickets to the Ron Carter Nonet will be $15; LCJO tickets will be $20. Tickets will be 
available beginning January 17 at the Museum Store and Wax Stacks Records (Lee Road in 
Cleveland Heights), or by phone charge through NOJS at 397-9900. Members of the Museum, 
NOJS, or WCPN receive a $2 discount. Complete press releases, background information, rosters, 
and play lists will be mailed to northeast Ohio media in January.
